WHEREAS, the petition of twenty-five pe.- 
sons and more, residents and freeholders with¬ 
in the boundaries of the proposed Sanitary 
District as hereinafter described, was on this 
17th day of July, 1911, duly presented to 
the Board of Supervisors of the County of 
San .Mateo, State of California, and was or¬ 
dered filed with the Clerk of sain Board, and 
the same having been duly filed with the 
Clerk of said Board as ordered, which said 
petition reads.as follows:

That each of your petitioners is a resident 
of and a freeholder within the boundaries of 
the district hereinafter described and which is 
proposed to be organized into a sanitary dis¬ 
trict. 

II. 

We desire that a sanitary district be organ¬ 
ized and formed under and by virtue of Chap¬ 
ter 161 of the laws of the Legislature of the 
State of California for the year 1891, entitled, 
“An Act to provide for the formation, govern¬ 
ment, operation and dissolution of sanitary 
districts in any part of the State, for the 
construction of sewers and other sanitary pur¬ 
poses, the acquisition of property thereby, the 
calling and conducting of elections in such 
districts, the assessment, levy, collection, cus¬ 
tody and disbursement of taxes therein, the 
issuance and disposal of the bonds thereof, 
and the determination of their validity, and 
making provision for the payment of such 
bonds and the disposal of their proceeds,” ap¬ 
proved March 31, 1891, and the Acts amend¬ 
atory thereto, out of the following described 
portion of the County of San Mateo, State 
of California, as follows, to-wit: 

Beginning at a point on the northeasterly 
line of the Main County Road leading from 
San Francisco to San Jose, where said line 
is intersected by the southeasterly line of San 
Juan Avenue as the same is shown on that 
certain map entitled, “Map of Lomita Park 
showing Subdivision No. 3,” and recorded in 
Book No. 3 of Maps at page 45, Records of 
San Mateo County; thence from said pointy of 
beginning North 56 degrees 30 minutes East 
along said southeasterly line of San Juan 
Avenue to the southwesterly line of the right- 
of-way of the United Railways Electric Road; 
thence northwesterly along said line of said 
right-of-way to its intersection with the north¬ 
westerly line of San Felipe Avenue; thence 
South 59 degrees 45 minutes West 1 187 feet 
3 inches to a stone monument marking the 
intersection of said line of San Felipe Avenue 
with the aforesaid northeasterly line of the 
Main County Road; thence southeasterly along 
said northeasterly line of the Main County 
Road to the point of beginning and being 
the exterior boundaries of Lomita Park. 


cated at the south side of Santa Helena Ave¬ 
nue, near South Lomita Station in said County 
and State, as the polling place for said elec¬ 
tion, said place being within the boundaries 
of said proposed sanitary district. At such 
election hereby ordered the polls shall be 
opened at six o’clock in the morning of the 
day of such election, and must be kept open 
until six o’clock in the afternoon of the same 
day, when the polls shall then be closed. The 
territory embraced within the boundaries 
hereinbefore set forth as comprising the pro¬ 
posed sanitary district, is hereby designated 
and constituted a voting precinct for the pur¬ 
pose of said special election, and for the pur¬ 
pose of conducting said special election there is 
hereby appointed for said precinct the follow¬ 
ing named persons to fill the following named 
offices: Inspector: A. A. Andersen; Judges: 

C. M. Lee and Theodore Field. 

The manner of voting for or against the 
formation of said sanitary district and the elec¬ 
tion of nersons to fill the offices of one Sani¬ 
tary Assessor and five members of the Sani¬ 
tary Board, shall be as follows, to-wit: 

A sufficient number of ballots shall be pre¬ 
pared by the Clerk of this Board, and he is 
hereby directed to provide same and cause the 
same to be printed. Said ballots shall con¬ 
tain the words, “For a Sanitary District,” or 
“Against a Sanitary District,” as the case may 
be. and the name of the person for Sanitary 
Assessor and the names of five persons for 
members of the Sanitary Board. Such election 
shall be conducted in accordance with the 
general election laws of this State, so far as 
t'ne same shall be practicable, except as in the 
\ct hereinbefore mentioned is otherwise pro¬ 
vided, and the acts amendatory thereto, and the 
Clerk of this Board is hereby directed to take 
all of the steps and perform all of the acts 
necessary for the holding of said special elec¬ 
tion, in accordance with the statutes in each 
case made and provided. 

Said election officers before entering upon 
the discharge of each of their respective duties 
shall take and subscribe the oath required by 
law, and immediately after the closing of the 
polls at such special election they shall pro¬ 
ceed to canvass the votes cast at such special 
election and determine the result of such spe¬ 
cial election, and thereafter they shall make 
their report of the result of such special 
election, in the manner and form required 
by law, to the Board of Supervisors of the 
County of San Mateo, State of California. 

It is further ordered that a copy of this 
order shall be posted for four successive 
weeks prior to the election aforesaid in three 
public places within the proposed sanitary dis¬ 
trict. 

And it is further ordered that a copy of 
this order shall also be published once a week 
for four successive weeks prior to date of such 
election aforesaid in “The Enterprise,” a 
newspaper printed and published in South San 
Francisco, San Mateo County, State of Cali¬ 
fornia, there being no newspaper published 
within the proposed sanitary district.

LORDS PASS BILL 
TO BREAK POWER 

Threat of Creation of New Peers 
Brings the Victory 

Premier Asquith’s Government, which 
claims to represent the democracy of 
Great Britain, has enforced its will 
upon the peerage by the narrow vote 
of 131 to 114. 

By this vote the House of Lords 
decided to accept what the Liberals 
contend is the will of the people, and 
adopted Viscount Morley’s motion not 
to insist upon the Lords’ amendments 
to the Parliamentary bill, which prac¬ 
tically limits the power of the House 
of Lords to a two years’ suspensory 
veto and vastly increases the preroga¬ 
tives of the House of Commons. 

The great constitutional struggle 
which began when the House of Lords, 
nearly two years ago, rejected the 
budget of David Lloyd-George, Chan¬ 
cellor of the Exchequer, is ended for 
a time at least, and with the greatest 
change to Great Britain’s working 
constitution since the passage of the 
reform bill.

GENERAL NEWS EVENTS 


The Southern Pacific Company is 
appearing in a new role in the vicin¬ 
ity of Crockett. The great corpora¬ 
tion is now a temperance worker, in¬ 
asmuch as it has a great band of men 
at work at what is known as Horse¬ 
shoe bend near there, erecting an 
eight-foot fence along its right-of-way, 
shutting off all access to four saloons 
which are lined up along the tracks. 

Anticipating a strike on the part of 
the railroad department of the Ameri¬ 
can Federation of Labor, the Southern 
Pacific officials are preparing for a 
siege at the main shops in Sacra- 
nento. Cots are being moved into 
some of the buildings in order to ac¬ 
commodate railroad officials and any 
force of men that would be employed 
in preventing violence and protecting 
property in case the strike is declared. 

Peach shipments are in full blast 
from Northern California points. 
Peaches lead all other fruits being 
sent out of the State, and the ship¬ 
pers are having a record run in this 
liiie of fruit. 

That the Improved Order of Red 
Men in California will spend at least 
$20,000 in entertaining all members 
of the order who come to San Fran¬ 
cisco during the Panama-Pacific Expo¬ 
sition in 1915 was officially decided 
when the Great Council, in session at 
the Auditorium, San Jose, adopted a 
committee report. 

It has been learned that the Pacific 
Gas and Electric Company has had a | 
corps of surveyors engaged in making 
surveys for a great storage reservoir 
in Yuba county. The estimated cost 
for the total project is in the neigh- j 
borhood of $1,000,000. 

Announcing that they contemplated 
the erection and maintenance of one 
of the largest oil refineries and plants 
on the Pacific Coast at Martinez, repre¬ 
sentatives of the Dutch Oil Company 
have asked the Martinez Trustees for 
a wharf and pipe line franchise. 

Jacob F. Scudder was struck and 
killed by a train on the Petaluma and 
Santa Rosa Railway Thursday night. 
The accident happened on the last 
trip of the car en route from Sebas¬ 
topol to Forestville, and Scudder was 
standing on a curve near Taylor sta¬ 
tion. 

Thirty tons of antiquities dug from 
the ruins of several ancient Egyptian 
cities are being unloaded in New York 
from a German freighter. The ship¬ 
ment is consigned to the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art and represents several 
years' work on the part of an Ameri¬ 
can expedition of five scientists. 

Preparations for the “Apple An¬ 
nual,” California’s great apple show, 
the second of which will be held at 
Watsonville October 9th to 14th, are 
going rapidly ahead, and prospects 
now are that last year’s success will 
be eclipsed. 


President Taft in Washington 
pressed an electric key which sounded 
the gong in the Stadium in Astoria, 
Ore., announcing to the waiting throng 
the formal opening of a month's cele¬ 
bration of the birth of Astoria 100 
years ago. 

The will of John W. Gates will be 
probated at Port Arthur, Tex., where 
the financier made his residence, ac¬ 
cording to lawyers having custody of 
the will. It is understood that the 
hulk of the property will go to “Char¬ 
ley” Gates, his son. The fortune is 
estimated at between $40,000,000 and 
$50,000,000. 

Elbert Hubbard, head of the East 
Aurora Roycrofters, and advocate of 
the higher thought, is being sued by 
his first wife, Mrs. Bertha C. Hubbard, 
for breach of contract since 1902, 
when she started the divorce proceed¬ 
ings that ultimately were successful. 

A vigorous attack on the National 
Monetary Commission, of which for¬ 
mer Senator Aldrich of Rhode Island 
is chairman, was made in the Senate 
during the discussion of a bill intro¬ 
duced by Senator Cummins of Iowa, 
calling on the Commission to make 
its final report to Congress by Decem¬ 
ber next, after which it would be dis¬ 
solved. 

The retirement of Henry Clay Frick 
from the directorate of the Union Pa¬ 
cific Railroad Company has been an¬ 
nounced. Frick tendered nis resig¬ 
nation some days ago, but nothing 
was said about his retirement then. 
It is understood he will retire from 
other large corporations with which 
he has been identified for many years, 
including the United States Steel Cor¬ 
poration 


NEW YORK CAR STRIKE 


Policemen Fail to Prevent Violence on 
Coney Island Railway. 


The Coney Island and Brooklyn 
Railroad Company ran half empty cars 
nine hours Sunday between twenty- 
mile lines of 1200 policemen. As a 
result of the attendant riots, four per¬ 
sons are in the hospital, one of them 
probably mortally hurt, probably forty 
are suffering from the effects of stones 
and brickbats, and twenty-five strikers 
and their sympathizers are under lock 
and key. 

The first car out of the barns left 
at 9:45 o’clock in the morning. It 
passed through single files of blue- 
coats fringing hostile crowds of thou¬ 
sands, and reached its destination 
safely, after having picked up half a 
dozen passengers. Awed by the heavy 
guard, the strike sympathizers did not 
molest it. Nearly an hour later the 
second car began running. Thereafter 
service was maintained at irregular 
intervals until 8 o’clock, when the 
polics^ere notified that no more cars 
would be run for twelve hours.

STATEHOOD UP TO 
THEPRESIDENT 

Friends Rally to Support the 
Measure It Vetoed 

The New Mexico-Arizona statehood 
bill was put up to President Taft for 
his expected veto, when the House 
concurred with the Senate amend¬ 
ments to the measure. 

Already both houses have canvassed 
the possibility of passing the measure 
over the expected veto, which will be 
based on the judiciary recall provision 
of the bill. Some of the Senatorial 
friends of statehood have reached the 
conclusion that a passage in the Sen¬ 
ate over the veto is improbable, figur¬ 
ing that of the fifty-three votes cast 
for the bill, fully a dozen will be lost, 
without any source from which the 
deficit can be made good to meet the 
required sixty votes on the second 
attempt. There is no doubt felt as to 
the passage of the bill again in the 
House and some Senators contend 
that its success in the House would 
strengthen it in the Senate. 

3R9ADENSSC0PE 
CF EMIGRATION 

Radical Changes in Law Are 
Provided in Bill 

Many radical changes in the immi¬ 
gration law are provided under the 
terms of a general bill that will be 
introduced in the Senate by Senator 
Dillingham, former chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Immigration 
and of the Joint Immigration Com 
mission. Most of the innovations sug¬ 
gested are the result of the investi¬ 
gations of the Commission. 

The measure proposes to repeal the 
Chinese exclusion laws, except so far 
as they relate to naturalization. In 
their place is substituted an amend¬ 
ment to the general immigration laws 
which provides for the exclusion from 
the United States of “persons who are 
not eligible to become citizens of the 
United States by naturalization.” The 
exclusion does not apply, however, to 
government officers, travelers and 
members of the learned professions. 

Various features of the present Chi¬ 
nese exclusion laws are made appli¬ 
cable to all immigrants, and, except 
the manual laborers not eligible to 
citizenship by naturalization, the bill 
proposes to give Asiatic immigrants 
the legal status accorded to all other 
immigrants. The only portion of the 
various Chinese exclusion laws not re¬ 
pealed is that section of the act of 
1882 which provides that no state or 
Federal court shall admit Chinese to 
citizenship. 

An Illiterate Clause. 

Senator Dillingham’s bill also pro¬ 
vides for the exclusion from the Unit- I 
ed States of "all male aliens 16 years ! 
of age or over, who are physically 
capable of reading and writing, but J 
unable to read and write in some lan -1 
guage or dialect.” It provides, how¬ 
ever, that an admissible alien may | 
bring in his father or grandfather, I 
over 55 years old, or a son not over 18 
years of age, whether such persons 
are illiterate or not.

EXPOSITION NOTES 


The appointment of an architectural 
advisory committee is another step 
toward the work of building the Pan¬ 
ama-Pacific International Exposition. 
The advisory committee will consist 
of William Curlett, John Galen How¬ 
ard, Albert Pissis, Willis Polk and 
Clarence H. Ward. 

The Panama-Pacific Exposition man¬ 
agement will occupy the McGregor 
building, a class A structure located 
on the corner of Pine and Battery 
streets. Within a week or two the 
present quarters in the Merchants’ 
Exchange building will be vacated, 
and, with the .reorganization of the 
forces, the real work of constructing 
the great 1915 exposition will be un¬ 
der way. 

Gavin McNab, one of the attorneys 
for the Exposition Company, has re¬ 
quested Secretary of State Frank C. 
Jordan to refuse all applications for 
incorporation where the name of the 
company is an imitation of the title of 
the 1915 Exposition Company. Numer¬ 
ous firms in this State are calling 
themselves Panama-Pacific companies. 
This is contrary to the law, and Attor¬ 
ney McNab plans to take action in the 
courts against firms infringing on the 
corporate name of the Exposition Com¬ 
pany. 

One of the finest excursion trains 
that ever pulled out of San Francisco 
is planned by the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce to leave on the night of August 
16th for Oregon, where the excursion¬ 
ists will take part in the celebration 
of California day at the Astoria Cen¬ 
tennial. It is planned to make this 
excursion representative of the differ¬ 
ent. localities and industries of Cali¬ 
fornia, and, in addition to Chamber of 
Commerce members, invitations to at¬ 
tend have been sent to leading com¬ 
mercial organizations and bankers 
throughout the State. The train will 
consist of eight electric-lighted Pull 
man sleepers, an observation car, twe | 
diners and baggage car, and each ex 
cursionist will be given a full section. 
The cost for fare and berth for the 
round trip is but $46.50, and by special 
arrangement tickets will be good on 
any train returning within two weeks 
from date of sale. Banners will be 
displayed on the sides of the train 
bearing the legend, “California invites 
the World, Panama - Pacific Inter¬ 
national Exposition, San Francisco 
1915.” Three-minute stops will be 
made at principal towns en route, anf 
three cheers will be given for the big 
event in 1915.

Refuses to Answer and Faces a 
Contempt Charge 

George W. Perkins, a director of 
the United States Steel Corporation 
and one of the men said to have aided 
in averting financial disaster during 
the panic of 1907, faces the alternative 
of answering questions to the House 
committee on inquiry into the Steel 
Corporation, bearing on his personal 
campaign contributions and such con¬ 
tributions as made by the New York 
Life Insurance Company, or of being 
cited before the bar of the House of 
Representatives. 

Should the House sustain the ma 
jority of the committee and order Per¬ 
kins to answer, and should he then 
still refuse, he may be adjudged in 
contempt of Congress and imprisoned. 
It is believed, however, that this crisis 
will not be reached. 


CRIMES AND CASUALTIES 


Tony Abrao, known as Silviera, con¬ 
fessed abductor of 14-year-old Lulu 
Sievers, has been removed to the 
County Jail at Martinez to await the 
setting of the date for his preliminary 
examination. Chief of Police James 
Arnold of Richmond says he has a 
written and signed confession from 
Abrao, in which the Italian admits all 
of his relations with the pretty girl. 

Arthur Quill, a young electrician 
employed by the San Joaquin Light 
and Power Company, was instantly 
killed at Malaga by coming in contact 
with a live wire. 

The Oakland police are certain that 
they have arrested one of the two 
men who have been successful in per¬ 
forming fourteen daylight burglaries 
in that city during the last three 
weeks, besides robbing many houses 
in Alameda and Berkeley, their total 
loot being valued at about $3000. 

Walter A. Sherrill, alias S. A. Wal¬ 
ter, was arrested at Walla Walla, 
Wash., by detectives, who say the man 
is wanted in Utica, Ky., for defaulting 
to the extent of $10,000 while em¬ 
ployed as cashier of the Utica Deposit 
Bank, he alleged shortage was dis¬ 
covered on June 15th. Sherrill ac¬ 
companied the officers East without 
requisition. Before leaving the offi¬ 
cers said he practically confessed his 
guilt. 


BANNER YEAR IN TULARE 

The year 1911 has been a banner 
one for farmers, dairymen and fruit 
growers in Tulare county. The prices 
received for many varieties of fruit, 
particularly plums, peaches and small 
fruits, have surpassed many preceding 
years. Early shipments of Thomp¬ 
son seedless grapes have also brought 
exceedingly profitable returns. 

Tragedy prunes have averaged $1.85 
per crate and early shipments did 
much better. Peaches have averaged 
for many cars shipped to date $1.40 
and $1.50, and even better prices are 
indicated. Returns received from a 
car of Thompson seedless grapes 
show that $2.62 Vk is the average price, 
while some of the cluster packs 
brought as high as $3.12 1 / fc. This is 
almost a record. 

Peaches sold to the canneries have 
run into money, $30 and $32.50 a ton 
for frees and $40 and $45 a ton being 
paid for clings. On account of the 
high prices for this staple fruit, both 
for shipping and at the canneries, not 
a great quantity of fruit has been 
dried.

The European brewers generally pre¬ 
fer the two sowed varieties, which are 
plumper and starchier, while in this 
country the six rowed, of which the 
four rowed is but a slightly varied rel

ntive, Is generally preferred because, 
while less starchy, it is more highly 
albuminous and therefore possesses ! 
more of the substance which brings 
about the inversion of starch into 
sugar—namely, diastase,. 

The common American brewing bar¬ 
leys arrange themselves in the follow¬ 
ing system: 

1. Six rowed, erect—White Club. 

2. Four rowed, drooping—Manchuria bar¬ 
ley, Oderbrucker, Scotch, Ohio Fall, Bay 
Brewing, Blue barley. 

3. Two rowed, erect — Goldthorpe, Pri¬ 
mus, Fan barley. 

4. Two rowed, drooping—Common Chev¬ 
alier, liorsford's Chevalier, Hanna, Prln- , 
cess. 

Six Bowed Barley.—Through several ; 
years’ experimentation at the Wiscon- ! 
sin agricultural experiment station it 
has been found that the six rowed bar¬ 
ley Is preferable to other varieties and 
more profitable for the uterage farmer 
to grow. The yield far surpasses that 
of the other varieties, and the market 
demands for the six rowed class far 
surpass those of nil other varieties com¬ 
bined. At a conservative estimate 08 
per cent of all the barley now grown 
in Wisconsin is six rowed barley. This 
being the type of barley most com¬ 
monly used for malting in the United 
States, it is likely that most of the 
samples that will be shown at the bar¬ 
ley and hop exhibition in Chicago in 
October, 1911, will be of that type. 

The experiments with two rowed 
barley through eight years’ continuous 
breeding work clearly prove that in 
most regions the farmer cannot get 
the returns from this crop that can be 
secured with the six rowed variety. 
The straw seems to be very frail and 
lodges easily, thereby injuring the 
quality of the grain and reducing the 
yield. 

A Court Fool’s Joke.

The specimens must represent a fair 
average product of one field on which 
they were grown and must be taken 
by the grower himself from a quanti¬ 
ty of 2,000 pounds at least. 

All samples of barley must be prop¬ 
erly certified to have been grown by 
the exhibitor according to the “rules 
and regulations” to be obtained from 
the committee on awards, 1508 Repub¬ 
lic building, Chicago.

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THE CALIFORNIA 


This bulletin is based on special re¬ 
ports by reliable authorities in various 
counties covering nearly every section 
of the state. 

The board distributed great quanities 
of county literature to the teachers at 
the N. E. A., Ban Francisco, maintain¬ 
ing booths at the ferry building and 
the Palace and Bt. Francis Hotels. 

The board was represented by several 
members of the Executive committee 
at the ground-breaking ceremonies of 
the Panama-California Exposition at 
Ban Diego. 

The grain harvest is about over and 
and the crops have generally yielded 
above the ten-year average, in some 
sections much more. Alfalfa, hay and 
pasture are doing better than was ex¬ 
pected earlier in the season. 

The acreage of sugar beets has large¬ 
ly increased and the stand is above the 
average. Slicing has.begun in Butte 
and Glenn counties and at the new 
plant at Anaheim, in Orange county. 
The new factory at Huntington Beacli 
is ready and will handle the crop from 
10,000 acres. 

Field vegetables are showing well; 
2844 carlo ds of cantaloupes have been 
sent east from Imperial valley so far 
this season, setting the record 1000 cars 
ahead. Tomatoes doing well and 
much in demand. 

Citrus fruitshipments for this season 
are nearly over and exceed those of 
last year at the same date by 12,281 
carloads. The growing crop promises 
well and the “June drop” has been 
small. 

The season has been late for decidu¬ 
ous fruits, and shipments are short 
compared with 1910, but there is now 
activity in all branches, shipping, dry¬ 
ing and canning. Prices for all kinds 
are especially pleasing to the growers. 
Shipments of grapes have begun and 
fancy prices are being had. 

The Lima bean crop promises well, 
as do other varieties. 

The nut crop will average Veil; wal¬ 
nuts will give a bumper crop in the 
south. 


Farmers and fruitgrowers are gener¬ 
ally pleased w r ith the outlook. 

Cotton ginning has begun in Im¬ 
perial valley. 

The Sacramento Ramie Company 
will plant a large acreage next year. 

Cane sugar experiments in Southern 
California justify hopes of a new and 
lucrative industry. 

Rice growing in the Sacramento 
valley has passed the experimental 
stage; it bids fair to become a profit¬ 
able industry. 

Railroad extensions and improve¬ 
ments, public and private building 
and manufacturing enterprises are 
active all over the stale. 

A scenic highway is projected to 
connect Eureka in Humboldt county 
with Yreka in Siskiyou county. 

New reclamation and colonization 
projects are under way in every part 
of tlie state. One lately undertaken 
in Colusa county calls for preliminary 
outlay of $900,000. 

Dredge and quartz minning are 
active and extending their scope. Oil 
development goes on apace and addi¬ 
tional facilities are being provided. 
The Standard Oil Co. is reported as 
contemplating large expenditures in 
the Whittier and Fullerten districts. 

The Great Western Power Co. is to 
have a cumulative series of plants on 
Feather River that will generate 500,- 
000 horse power; esiimated cost $ 20 ,- 
000 , 000 . 

Los Angeles parties are preparing 
to make large expenditures for develop¬ 
ing white clay deposits in the Silver 
Lake district, Mohave desert. 

Secretary ot State reports 1841 new 
registrations of motor vehicles from 
June 29th to July 29th. 

Stale Banking Department reports 
individual deposits forCalifornia banks 
on June7th total $697,942,355, an in- 
creaseof $85,062,639 over the same item 
J une 30, 1910.
